An Account of a Stone of the Bladder^ 
which zpeighed ^5 1 Ounces^ or Three Pcnnds 
Three Ounces^ and a Stone out of the Bladder 
fHCceJ^fnlly^which adhered to it. By £>r.Charles 
Prefton. 

N the Hofpital at Paris called, V Hopital de La 
Charite^ there is prefer ved, amongft the great num- 
ber of StonQS^ Extraded from the Bladder, by the Ope- 
ration of i/>/^^/'^wj, ens of a prodigious bignefs, weigh- 
ing about Fifty oneOonces, which makes Three Pounds 
and Three Ounces ; it was taken from one of the Reli- 
gious Brothers, in the Houfe who attends the Sick, in 
the Month of June 1690. but he Dyed in the Operati- 
on ; for the Stone being fo big, it could not be Extra - 
<fted till after his Death, it is I^eptas a great Curiofityj 
with an Infcriprion upon it in French, as follows : 

Pierre pefant 5 1 onces qui font 3 Livres 3 onces. 

Qui aejlh tire dans cet ho pit ah auMois 

De Juin^ 1690. et que r on conferve dans le convent. 

In the Month oFJune^ 1696. while I was at Ghent at- 
tending his Majefty's Hofpital, there happened a very 
fiogular Cafe in the Operation of Lithotomy, viz. a 
Stone adherent to the bottom of the Bladder ; this was 
found by one Monfieur Parfaim Lithotomift of the 
Place, who when he made the Operation could not Ex- 
trad: the Stone, but was obliged to leave his Patient in 
that Cafe, there followed an Impofthume, fo that eight 
Days after, he Extracted it with great eafe. The next 
Day he fliewed me the Stone (as alfo to moft of the 
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Chirurgions in the Hofpitals) to which the Fibres by 
which it was tyed were yet adherent, and could eafily 
be obferved by the naked Eye, without the heJp of a 
Microfcope, ib that I could not queftion any thing as to 
the matter of Fad. All thofe that I had occafion to 
converfe with of Lithotonriy, while at PariSy deny the 
Stone is adherent to the bottom of the Bladder, and that 
they never cblerved the fame ; and I do not remember 
of any Author that writes of it, (6 that it feems to be 
a Gafe altogether new. 
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IV. Part of a Letter to Dr. George Garden, 
gilding an Acconnt of the EffeBs of a ^ery 
extraordinary Thunder near Aberden in Scot- 
land. 
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Hen I wrote to you lafl, I would have given 
you an Account of the fad Accident that fell 
out in this place, but I referred it to your Brother the 
Prcfeflbr: However, fmce you are now defirousto 
have an Account of it, you may take the trueft I 
can give you as followeth : 

On the 2.4th of July laft, we had an extraordina- 
ry pleafant Forenoon, with continual Sun-fhine, till a- 
bout half an Hour after Three in the Afternoon we 
had feme Rain, after which happened two Claps of 
Thunder, tho' not very great, and then a great Shower 
of Hail, in which time happened a third Clap which 
made all our Lofs. We were Sixteen in Number, none 
of us hapning to be out or abfent at the time ,• for 
my Cuftom was to have examined their Tasks in the 
Forenoon, and 1 u(ed to give them fomewhat clfe in the 
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
